Our Elder Sisters- 

Wben this was a Crown Colony wo 
bad freqiiont oociiaion to liunont the 
ignoranco ami want of jjropcr fcoling 
di3playeJ|lu England, oven in olliciiil 
circles, where a proper knowledge of 
B.itisli Columbia and its wants should 
Imvo been a matter of business. Ee- 
cont events have led us to consider 
how much bettor off in this respect we 
are in the hands of our cldGi|.-,istors 
than we wtre in the bands of our 
mother. Unfarailiarity with the geo- 
graphy of the country, ignorauco of 
its politics, misconception ofjits pub- 
lic men and general ignorance of its 
affairs and the genius of its people arc 
but too plainly written upon the press 
of old Canada. All this, however, we 
could have home, feeling assured that 
in time British Columbia would come 
to be better known and consoiiucntly 
better understood and appreciated. 
But wo confess that it is not quite so 
easy to take a philosophic view of the 
spirit in which a portion of the press 
has comniented upon the recent poli- 
tical crisis in this Province. The 
question giviiiK imniciliuto rise to 
the agitation, iiltlioiigli in .some 
sense FccleraLin its mituro and cuuso- 
quenoe.-(, waa one proper to the Province 
purely Provinciul in the first instauoe. A, 
proposition to alter tbo Terms of Uuiou 
was submitted, to the people, aa one 
might have expectoil, but to a body uhicli 
it is to be feared only to a limited extent 
possesses the contidonoo of tlie people. 
This siibmissiou was made in a way and 
tinder circumstances but too well calcalat- 
ed to arouse the most paiaful apprehcn- 
siouB in the public mind. The pooplo 
took the alarm, and saiil witli oiio voice, 
"No change in tlio Tirms of Uiiiun shall 
be made until its nature and imrport are 
properly uiiuerbtood ; and no ctiango in 
the railway obligatious of Canada shall bu 
entertained wiihout a full submission to 
the people;" and a large body of the peo- 
ple weut over to the Parliament build- 
ings, not in tumultuous rowdyism, as has 
been represonteil, but in all tlio decorum 
of sober earnestness, to present resoUi 
tions embodying that decision to their re- 
presentatives. Was there anytliing wrong 
in all this ? Yet to thi'< eminently projjer 
and digaili .'d proceeding we Had "riot, re- 
belliou, iiect-'ssion, annexation and such 
like turuis ap|ilii-(l. Kut, worsn than all 
this, Biitish Coluuiliia ia cavuiicu'ly told, 
in It spirit of heart Icssness u hiuh ought to 
make every lo^al Cauadnin lilu.'^li, tlint if 
she is nut content to submit to « ii.'itever 
railway policy it may suit the humour 
and cunvenience of Canada, or perliaps 
it would be more jjrojier ;o 
say the Mackenzie Ailministralion, to offer 
she may pick up her trajjs and leave — 
shift for herself— a sentiment strikingly 
auulsgiius to that with which Teuiiy.-^ou 
so bitterly taunted England, little more 
than a year ago, in those memorable 
words: 

"Thut true S'ortU wli.T of wo lately hruul 
A stnlii 111 i.ii:iuii- u— K. Lj. lu yijiir.i Ivi s; 
ho n Jul i» tcjii >i til\ : 1 111 1 i.i-,,M i.r li.M- 
la btii » burLiicii; lui):iu iiiu b^nd aiiil ^11." 

Is this to 1)0 the inglnrious end of that 
ma>_;ui!icent .scheme of Empire \vo liiivo 
been tauglit to coutempkiteV Is tliis the 
new docti-ine of national faith and honor 
held by tlic: Puritans? 'We will not be- 
lieve that Mr. Mackenzie can have any 
sympathy with duetrinea whioh wouhl 
give the Ho to his life-long professions 
and actions too. We jirefer to believe, 
and we do bi.'lievo tliat, niisleil in lh(; lir.-it 
instance by our own speci.ii lielcgate, Mr. 
Mackenzie is now niisi(?pr(!.si-nlud by a 
section of the press. As for iiritish Co\- 
nmbia, she has claimed and will claim no 
morethau the fullilluient of those rights 
secured to her l)y solemn treaty and rati- 
fied by the Quei'x. Nor wilTMr. Mac- 
kenzie tind hi.'r either nnreasonnblo or 
exacting as to the manner of their fiilliU- 
ment, provided an himest deterininati(jii 
to do jastlv by her ho evinced by the new 
Admiuislration. But British Ciiluinl))a 
has a decided objection to being made 
the mere i)laylhing, a sort of shnttle- 
cock and bal tiechji e, so to spcali, between 
two political jiartie.s v. ith iieilhi'r of whom 
filie can be Hni)i>os(3il as yet to Imve any 
very decided .sym[)atliies. L.ita boiin fide 
commencement of the railway on the Pa- 
cilic seaboard be made, and let an honest 
dioposltion to keep faith with her be 
evinced by the New Administration, ami 
Mr. Mackenzie will find British Columbi.i 
both loyal and reasonable. 

!Kin.^ Coal. 

The world has entered upon the era of 
Iron and Steam, and Goal is king. Long 
live King Coal! It is a noteworthy cir- 
cumstance that exhaustU'HS coal stores ex- 
ist precist ly at tin natnr.il outlet of tlic 
Dominion of L^uiaila upon both of the 
great oceans. Nova Scotia, Uupe Bniton. 
even Newfonniiland have exhaustle.sii 
stores, a monoply of coal on the Atlantic 
seaboard of North America, while on this 
side Vanoouvor stands fortli the proud 
monopolist of tlio Nortli Pacific. But 
that is not all. At midway iicros.s the 
continent Canada possen.-ies enormous 
coal beds. Says an Ontario contempor- 
ary: "Eecent geological surveys of the 
now Territories of the Far West have re- 
vealed the very important fact that the 
knotvn coal deposits of tlio Eoeky Moun 
tain region extend over an areaof upward 
of two hundred and lifty thousand square 
miles in strata varying from five to tiiirty- 
fivefeet in thickness." Thus thcDominion 
of Canada possesses the means of makintr 
herself snpremo upon both oceans ami of 
monopolizing the trans-contiiienlul cu rv- 
ing trade. It I'omains to bo scon how lur 
she is equal to the task of working out Ibo 
groat destiny thus marked out for hi;r by 
bountiful nature. Canada already ranks 
third among the maritime powers. With 
snob enormonc natural advantages she 
should soon rank first.

Tho Court mot ut 11 a. in. 

The trial of Tliomas Sohooley, indicted 
for wil/iil murder, was resumed'. 
■ Wm. Olark, sworn.— Am a oonstablo; 
was OU6 of tho purtios wlio iirro.stod 
' Sohooloy in Iho boilrjom of Formau's 
bouao; [witnoHS detiiilerl liis lu-rival with 
ollioors i3aoohur and Mol^liio at tiie lioiiso, 
Soliooloy's refusal to admit them, 
and tho bursting in of tho front doorj. 
Opened the dooi- le.iding into ihe diniug- 
rooni and saw Suhooloy bohiiul it, with a 
pistol in his hai>'l; ho fhod at me; tho 
ball paaaod between mo and constable 
Boooher and lodged in tho panel of tho 
door, behind us; wo then retired. When 
ho lired ho said: "Get out of here you 
sons of b !" I considered him drunk. 

.7 nil go Gray horo oxprossod his sur- 
pri«o that tins inforuiatiaii was nut down 
in tho depositions; and wished tho Attor- 
noy-Gonoral to requeiit that more minute 
p.irticular8 should bo extracted in tho Po- 
lioo Court. 

Tho Attornoy General said that he had 
no power. 

Judge Gray— True; but you might re- 
qnost that ih sliniild In-' dono. ll.nv is it 
poasildo lliat Mr. Kobertson can test tlio 
credibility of theso witnos.soa, who migiit 
toll one story in oni; placo and another 
here, and there would bo uo chock npon 
tbam ? These details am sparyo and no- 
satiafttotory and interfere with tho proper 
administriition of justice.

Crobs-oxamined by Mr. Eobertson.— 
Tho tendency of the oross-oxamiaation 
was to show that the prisoner was crazy 
trqm the effects of drink, and that his 
action before and after his arrest support- 
ed that theory. 

By Judge Gray. — Tho room smelt 
strongly of port-wine and a demijohn 
utood at Schooley'.s lloet. 

W. H. Kay.sworn. — Assisted in arrest- 
ing Kchooley; I was acting as a special 
constable; Clark promised to stand by 
mo and I entered the kitchen by tho win- 
dow; I sat dowuand ato supper (laugh- 
ter); I thou unlocked the kitchen door; I 
•was ten minutes oroquiirter of nn hour 
takinir snpper. 

The Attornoy General. — And kept tho 
poor policeinoa starving outside all tho 
timn [laughtorj. 

Witness. — Oil, no! I handed Eowdon 
»ttd Clark out a portion of tlio supper 
[Kentuv'ed merriment J. After I had got 
ttirough my supper and hud fed the po- 
licsmea f upcerioas laughter] I nnlooked 
the kitchen door. I entered the dining- 
room and looked about it witii the aid of 
fl dark-lantoru. I closed a door loading 
into the hall. Then I tried a door on tho 
left aide of tho dining-room; tho door 
opened about six inches and knocked 
sgainat something. I thought the ob- 
etraotiOQ was a rug and pushed etill fur- 
ther. The object moved ond I heard a 

Toice say, "Who's thero;8on of a , 

I'll shoot you!" I closed tho door in order 
to get tho assistance of the police; Clark 
■waa immodiately behind mo as I closed 
tho door, and I whispered to him to close 
the door leading to the kitchen lest a pop- 
shot should tm fired at na. 

Mrs. f orman here appeared in the wit- 
ness-box and gave information as to tho 
vay in which the doors opened, after 
which 

Mr. Kay's etidencQ was resumed. Hav- 
ing clojod the iritchen door to shut out 
the light, I reopened tho bcd-rooni door, 
and putont my hand to fool luy wiiy, and 
felt the prisoner's right slioiiklor; I then 
threw myself upon the i)risoner,wlio was 
in a sitting posture; I pinionod him by 
putting my arms around him; I got him 
under anii called for help, when Clark 
came in, followed by the rest of tho police. 
A light was then brought in and wo liand- 
outl'ed tho prisoner, after whioli I o.\tri- 
oated myself from the policoman,who had 
thrown themselves upon me. 

Some part of the evidence of this wit- 
U038 gave (jnitoa serio-coinio chari.ctor to 
thi projooilings. Hia aco juiit of coully 
flitting down to HUjjper after gaining ud- 
miasiou, occupying sonio 15 miniitos in 
80 doing, coupled with liis handing some 
part of tho repast through tho win- 
dow to the police waiting ontaiide,excitod 
considerable merriment on tlie part of tho 
learned judges, as woU to tiie crowd as- 
aemblod. 

In answer to a question from tho Bench 
Low tho wituoHS would account for tho 
prisoner not tiring at him when ho first 
tarow himself upon him, witness replied, 
"hecaase he did not pull tho trigger." 

Wm. Beochor, Ounatable, sworn. —

This closed tho caso for tho prosooii- 
tiou. 

Mr. Robortsou hero oommunocd his ad- 
dress for tho defonco. lu rising toad- 
dress tho Jury ho statod tho oJl'unuo 
eommitted may bo called a tragedy 
depriving tiVo familiea of their mainstays; 
one witboHs wos happily spared the ago- 
ny of being present, viz, the wife of tho 
unhappy prisoner. Tho lonrned nounsol 
then spoko of the unpleasant position ha 
oooopwd in defending the prisoner, and 
ot the prejudice on tus part of some per- 
to wlii«Jbi b9 bad oonse^uvntl; ]mn 



subjected. 'When a crime of tho character 
was committed, so nnnsnnl to tho prisou- 
or's former conduct, it was necessary to 
go into his previous history to throw 
some light upon the causes that led to 
tho commission of the crime. Allusion 
was here made taihe prisoner's coming 
to British Oolumbla,and to his marriage, 
in which reforonco was made to tho first 
altorcation that took place between pri- 
soner and tho deceased, which afterwards 
was condoned by subsequent reconcilia- 
tion, forgottun and forgiven; therefore 
tho idea that roTongo had been nhorished 
on tho part of tho prisoner, there was no- 
thing to show any suoh auimns leadingto 
tho murder. Coming to tho evening of 
the '22nd of January Counsel considered 
that a crime of tliis chanitfter might bo 
regarded as manslaughter, not iiiurdoiT 
thoro was nothing in tlio conduct of tho 
prisoner to justify the supposition of de- 
cided insanity. Here the learned counsel 
road an extract from a modical work and 
then co'ntondod that tho prisoner did not 
kill I'^ormau with nialico aforethought, 
l)ut fromsonio insane idea then possessing 
him;the prisoner had no motive to kill tho 
deceased. There was no feeling of re- 
venge, and the absence of malice showed 
that he had no sel'iottsr intention to kill 
Forman. The commission of the crime 
was then imputed to tho drunkouness of 
the prisoner, and which, though not ex- 
cusing tho prisoner, would justify tho 
Jury taking it into considoiation. Allu- 
sion was here made to the drinking habits 
of tho prisoner, from which demoralising 
effects he put himself in a state of mind 
favorable to the commission of the crime; 
as to what ho had.dono, tho indisposition 
to escape showed ho was unconscious of 
tho offence, and of its terrible con- 
Bcquouces. Tho prisoner's appearance 
and conduct when tirst arrested proved 
thi.s. The prisoner's possession of fire- 
arms, 80 repugnant to British feoling.waa 
piihiitod by his having lived where wea- 
pons wore goiiorally carried on tho per- 
son. Tho learned counsel then referred 
to the kindness of tho jirisoner in sending 
luouoy to hia wife and mother-in-law, ami 
ag.ain commeutod upon the beastly condi- 
tion in which the prisoner was at the 
timo of the murder, showing that his bo- 
dy and mind were so demoralized that ho 
could not bo fairly charged with tho 
01 inio of wilful murder, and more espe- 
cially as there was no previous malice ex- 
isting; but that a verdict of manslaugter 
against him would bo properly in accor- 
dance with tho dictatoa of mercy and his 
sentence to iniininunmont instead of tak- 
ing tho life of the prisoner, would, under 
the circumstances of tho case, bo an ade- 
quate punishment. The learned counsel 
hero referred to tho prisoner's previous 
Iiacitio career when in California, and 
concluded by an appeal to the Jury for 
their careful consideration. 

Witnesses on behalf of the prisoner 
were hero called. 

Joseph Hey wood testified ho know tho 
prisoner in California and also for 3 years 
in this country ; his character was good, 
so far as he knew him, and his habits 
quiet; did not think the prisoner would 
have been guilty of murder, judging 
from his previous character. 

George Norman Hyde — Knew the pri- 
soner; had known him for twenty years, 
fimt in California and afterwards in 
this country; his general character was 
good so far as witness knew; had never 
h'tard anything bad about him; did not 
think from hia previous knowledge of 
the prisoner that he would commit, wil- 
ful murder. 

Hugh Nelson, sworn — Knew Sohooley 
first about 1860, and intimately for about 
two years last past; his general character 
was that of a peaceable man; would not 
think from his knowledge of prisoner 
that ha would commit wilful murder* 

Cross examined by tho Attornoy-Gon- 
eral — Have hoard sinco tho bliooting that 
prisoner carried derringers about with 
him. 

jjUriah Nelson, merchant, 8\vorn---Know 
the ])risoner at Yale, but not intimately; 
hail known more of him during tho past 
six year.s; his general chiiractcM' was good; 
would not think from knowledge of x)ri- 
Boner's general character that he would 
commit wilful murder. 

Cross-examined by the Attorney-Gener- 
.al— He had heard that after drinking he 
was very quarrelsome; that that was his 
natural j)ropensit3'. 

J. r. Uickson, sworn---Know tho pri- 
soner for about two years; his character, 
so fur as ho knew was good; quiet in his 
habits; not likely to commit wilful mur- 
der. 

Cro.ssoxaininod bv tho AttorneyGoner- 
al---Knpw him intimately fur six weeks. 

Bolit. Young, Bw()rn---Know prisoner 
for three years and his character was 
good; quiet in his habits; not tho sort of 
man likely to commit murder. 

I'liilip Woolocott, goolor at Victoria, 
sworn---Prisoner was in his chargo since 
arrest; was Bomotimoa excited, at other 
times (jniot; expressed his sorrow on 
hearing what ho had done; when excited 
attenipKid to hint liiinself withva bar. 

Caijt. Parsons, sworn — Knew tho pri- 
soner for the past six or sevun years; his 
iMianu'ter very good, except when under 
the inlluence of liquor. 

Ji)seph Lovett, sworn--KMnw llio pii- 
flonor for about '2 years; intimately for 
the past six months; character was good; 
had noticed his habits;, thought his mind 
was troubled, for he was downcast and 
had little to say; did not question his 
sanity from what ho hud soon of him. 

Tho, Counsel for tho defence scid thoy 
would not avail thcniHolvos of the right of 
the right of roi)ly. Tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral also declined to reply. 

Judge Gray, addressing the Jury, in- 
timatod that .his address would be a 
lengthy one, occupy some three hours, 
and put it to them wliifthor thoy wonhl 
hoar him thou or prefer an adjonrnmont 
till next day. 

Tho Jury, after consultation, were in 
favor of adjournment, and the Court ad- 
journed until Thursday at 11 a.m.

Its 
origin is well known, for tlie experi- 
ment has had an interests for all cnin- 
munities, A few clerks iu the Civil 
Service on small salaries found them- 
selves unable to make both ends meet 
They therefore combined to purchase 
goods at wholesale prices, and divide 
them among tho members. So suc- 
cessful was the scheme from its vei v 
commeucoment that it grew rajiidly", 
and for several years past tho Associa- 
tion has been selling goods to tho 
value of a half a million starling an- 
nually, while for the year that had 
just ended the business lias been XTOU,- 
OOU. Tlie goods are sold at wholesale 
prices, with a small additiou to pay 
working expenses, and every year 
there has been a profit over these ex- 
penses of about :i per cent. This has 
liitlierto boon ap]died to tlie further 
redvHdiuii of prices, l.iut an efl'orcs ha.s 
recently been made to divert it from 
this purpose to the jjocket of tho 
shareholders. This would be all very 
well if all the members of the Associa- 
tion owned shares; bub they do not, 
and here is where tho opposition is, 
for a very largo nninber of meniliors 
merely hold tickets entitling tlieiu to 
make purchases at the store of the 
AasQciatioa. It is clear that, if there 
should be a division of piolits, the 
value of shares Avould lie pr()porti(jna- 
tely increased; they would bo bought 
and sold, and, as ^heir iu"rcaiitilo 
value wont up, tho sLrongor wuukl he 
the pressure put ujiou the managers 
tosquepzethe largest po.ssible divi- 
dends out of the business; the co-op - 
erative character of the Association 
would be lost, and the organization 
becomo a mere trading company. The 
question has already been agitated to 
a great oxtonl,aud i-ho Bhareholders 
have Kucceoded so far that ♦& resolu- 
tion, calling for an alteration of the 
rules of the Association with a view to 
prevent tlie further issue of shares, has 
boon passed on a viva vocf, vote, and 
\Nill probably be c(Uilirined by ballut. 
The nou-sliareholders throalon to 
apply for an iujunction to prevent the 
coiisummatioQ of the scheme, while a 
now co-Qperative association is spoken 
of as probable.
